Baldwin’s -hopes of immediate 
freedom after seven months in 
Clayton jail were dashed yesterday 
afternoon when Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Castien of St. Lowis County 
announced that he would ignore 
Lawrence B Ahrens, 27-year-old 
auto mechanic, and his confession 
to ‘police, proceeding with the 
prosecution of Baldwin in the be- 
lief that he was the man who shot 
Phelps in the back while the bank- 
er stood with hands raised during 
an $11,200 holdup at the Overlane 
State Bank, last Jan. 18. 

Thinks.Ahrens’ Story Catrue. 

Castlen told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he placed no credence 
whatever in Ahrens’ confession nor 
in the corroborating statement of 
William O’Hara. 21, a service car 
driver, who is jointly charged in 
the robbery and murder with Bald- 
win and William L. McGraw. Cast- 
len said he had no desire to ques- 
tion Baldwin’s so-called “doubie.” 
James McGauley., named by Ahrens 
as the slayer, and thar. so far as 
he is concerned, Ahrens could be 
released in spite of his statement 
that he participated in the bank 
robbery. 

Meanwhile, Baldwit. makes 
best of his situation, ruling a little 
kingdom of his own within the 
walls of Clayton jail. As judge of 
the cell room’s “kangaroo court,” 
it is Baidwin who sits in judgment 
Over newcomers, fining them $2 
each “for breaking into jail.” and 
apportioning the fund for cigar.

45 Times in Eight Years, 

In 1917. Baldwin first ran afoul 
of the law and was placed under 
probation by the Juvenile Court 
under a charge of larceny. In Oc- 
tober, 1919, ne was sentenced to 
two years in the Boonville Refors 
matory for burglary~but was pa- 
roled from the bench in Circuit 
Court. During eight years from 
1918 to 1926. he was arrested 45 
times, suspected of robbery, burz- 
lary or iarceny. In March, 1924. 
he was sentenced to five years in 
prison for a $31.59 holdup of a 
laundry wagon driver but never 
served a day. 

Through the persistent efforts of 
his attorney, Jones H. Parker, now 
Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and with the aid of a 
fetter from Circuit Attorney Side- 
ner who wrote that he had changed 
his mind about Baldwin's guilt, the 
conviction was reversed and _re- 
manded by the Supreme Court for 
a new trial after the conviction 
had been twice affirmed by that 
court. The reversal] occurred in 
June, 1927, and Sidener took no 
action unti] last Dec. 28, when he 
dismissed the case as he prepared 
to retire from office. having been 
defeated for re-election on his rec- 
ord.

Underwriters Lose Fight When U. 
S. Court Holds Guest at Party 
Did Not Violate Law.

RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 17.—Pur- 
suant to its recorded judgment that 
the national prohibition law is not 
‘violated when a guest accepts and 
‘drinks contraband liquors in the 
‘home of his host, the United States 
| Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Fourth Circuit today issued a man- 
date ordering insurance paid on 
the life of a man who died from 
poisonous liquor. 

The order of the cvurt provides 
that insurance of $6000 on the life 
of Samuel Peyton Flickinger be 
paid to his mother and beneficiary. 
Mrs. S. A. Flickinger, Norfolk, Va. 

Flickinger, member of a promi- 
nent Norfolk family, died in Balti- 
more in December, 1927, after 
drinking wod alcohol, served in 
the home of Edmund H. Murphy. 
The occasion was a party given to 
Flickinger and his fiancee, Miss 
Katherine McDenald of New York. 
Miss McDonald and the host’s wife 
also succumbed from drinking the 
poisonous liquor.

SNOOK COUNSEL LISTS 
13 GROUNDS FOR ERROR 


New Trial Motion Alleges Jury 
and Judge Were Prejudiced 
—Hearing Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 17.-—Une- 
fairness and prejudice on the part 
of the jury, the prosecutor and 
the trial Judge was charged by at- 
torneys for James H. Snook, con- 
demned slayer of Theora Hix, in 
filing a motion for a new trial to- 
day. 

The 13 grounds of error cited in 
the motion cover the entire pro- 
ceedings against the former Ohio 
State University veterinary profes- 
sor from the time-he was indicted 
until his trial ended, and were of- 
fered to support the attorneys’ con- 
tention that Dr. Snook virtually 
was convicted before he entered 
the courtroom. 

Trial Judge Henry L. Seartlett 
has fixed Monday as the time for 
hearing arguments. If he over- 
rules the motion he probably will 
impose the death sentence on 
Snook immediately. 

The editorials and character of 
the news articles in the Columbus 
papers, irregular conduct on the 
part of the jury, the “brutal antics” 
of Prosecutor John J. Chester Jr., 
and Judge Scarlett’s alleged error 
in handling the trial all worked to 
detriment of Snook, the motion 
charged. 

“The sequestration of the jury 
was without value in securing a 
fair trial,” it said. “The jurors 
were permitted to go to the the- 
ater and to baseball games, mixing 
with the multitude. 

“Another of the jurors was taken 
to the county jail at night for an 
inspection and the merits of the 
case were discussed in her pres- 
ence. Some of the jurors pre- 
viously had expressed opinions and 
a desire to convict regardless of 
the evidence.” 

The “brutal antics” of the prose- 
cutor alluded to the dramatic scene 
he created in his closing argument 
to the jury when, with County De- 
tective Howard Lavely prostrate 
on the floor in the supposed posi- 
tion of Miss Hix, he demonstrated 
the alleged manner in which Snook 
attacked the girl with a hammer. 

The motion also declared the 
prosecutor's fervent plea to “make 
Columbus and Ohio State Univer- 
sity a safe place, where the stu- 
dents will not meet any more such 
dirty dogs,” had an undue influ- 
ente upon the jury. 

“after electing a foreman. the 
jury substituted prayer for de- 
liberation on the merits of the 
case,” it read. 

Gov. Cooper received three let- 
ters today asking that he commute 
Snook’s death sentence to life im- 
prisonment. One writer said the 
doctor had been “railroaded,” an- 
other said public sentiment was 
against him and the third was op- 
posed to capital punishment. |

Victory After Year’s Delay. 

For a long time newspapers featured opera- 
tions of "Rum Row.” Ships with. valuable 
cargoes of choice liquors ‘‘hovered” or 
‘lurked’ beyond coastal waters to supply 
bootleggers who could run the blockade of 
Coast Guard vessels to these shores. The 
most notorious rum rows were located along 
the coasts of New Jersey and Florida Cities 
along the Eastern Seaboard received practi- 
cally their entire supply of foreign liquor 
from such sources. At one time it was quite 
apparent that no real effort was being made 
to put an end to such open defiance of our 
laws. Liquor-runners operated off Florida 
practically in the open, in broad daylight, 
with little or no interference from prohibi- 
tion agents. Such cases as reached the courts 
were handled by corrupt or evasive agents or 
“soft-pedaled”’ by the United States Attor- 
ney’s office. 

On Sept. 15, 1925, I recommended a com-

There are rocks, there are hills, the 
lowlands are better in dry spells, the 
hills are a godsend when the floods 
come, but the incompetent man or wom- 
an of the lazy type will never make 
a go in the Ozarks or any place else.

They fought Marquis of 
Queensbury rules, skin tight gloves, and 
Sullivan was awarded the decision in the 
seventy-second round. If I am wrong on 
this, I beg correction. but those are the 
facts as I remember them.

@nce, I challenge any modern giadiator, 
or aviator, to equa) it.

PRISONS AND THE PEOPLE. 


States had to decide so grave an issue as that pre- 
cipitated by the overcrowding of state and Federal 
prisons. It is for them to say whether or not they 
are going to persist in those ill-starred reforms which 
have overpopulated the prisons and made them such 
a hell upon earth that, as proved by the blind re 
volts at Dannemora, Auburn, Leavenworth and Lan- 
sing, they rob even death of its terrors. 

Missouri’s penitentiary, one of the largest in the 
country, fairly epitomizes the situation. It has cells 
for 2000 inmates, and there are 3930 prisoners. The 
Federal prisons at Atlanta and Leavenworth are over- 
populated about 100 per cent. Nor are these peniten- 
tiaries unlike most of those in the country. It 
is not uncommon in many of the penitentiaries for 
six men to occupy a cell built for one. The non-separa- 
tion of the novice from the hardened criminal, an 
accepted crime deterrent in good prison practice, is 
so lamentable that in some instances, including that 
of Missouri, the National Society of Penal Informa- 
tion characterizes it as “medieval.” 

Since 1920 Federal prohibition agents have arrest- 
ed more than 500,000 persons. In the first year of 
the dry era, 10,548 arrests were made, and in 1928 
there were 75,307, a seven-fold increase. On the basis 
of the 1928 figures, the Government obtains convic- 
tions in 75 per cent of the cases, a total of 58,813 
persons for that year, the majority of whom were 
added to the prison population. These statistics do 
not include the thousands of prisoners serving under 
state laws. And does an impressive showing of a 
half-million arrests in seven years satisfy the Fed- 
eral authorities? It does not. Only the other day 
Commissioner Doran made a plea for more arrests 
and more convictions by co-operation of state author- 
ities with Federal men. He did not explain where it 
was proposed to keep the additional prisoners. Be- 
fore prohibition the Federal Courts for the Eastern 
half of Missouri sent prisoners to only one county 
jail, that at St. Charles. Now they go to every 
habitable jail in the district. 

The courts, particularly the Federal courts, are 
meanwhile increased and enlarged to send more peo- 
ple to the penitentiaries. The Government has also 
recently added to its prison space by building re- 
formatories at Chillicothe, O., and Alderson, W. Va., 
the latter for women. The laws are made more 
stringent to the same end. Thus the condition at 
the penitentiaries, bad as it is, is not what it will 
be. The truth, as the French historian, Andre Sieg- 
fried points out, is that we are in the clutches of a 
revival of Cromwellianism from which our prisons 
have burst their bonds and our courts have over- 
flowed their dockets. Fortunately, this congestion 
on the beaten highway to penal servitude has itself 
slowed the process of transforming a once free people 
into convicts. Thus, the Jones law, which proposed 
to make 10 convicts where the Volstead law had made 
but one, has proved a dud simply because the con- 
gestion everywhere is already too grave to admit an- 
other great stream of prison-bound people. The coun- 
try revolted at the spectacle of human liberty held 
so cheaply, as the convicts in at least four prisons 
revolted from the cruelties of overcrowding. 

What is the country going to do about this situa- 
tion? It is not what have always been considered 
crimes that are crowding the prisons of the United 
States. If all the people convicted under the liquor 
laws and the narcotic laws were taken out of the pris- 
ons there would be plenty of room for all those whose 
offenses have always been crimes. In attempting to 
put down drink and the use of drugs we have cre: 
ated an entirely new criminal category of which the 
overcrowded prisons are the result. It is not felt 
around most of the Federal courts that railroading 
great numbers of people to the prisons has made the 
people more temperate; and it is unlikely that there 
is a Federal court in the country in which it is felt 
that by driving drugs into the alleys we have re- 
duced the number of addicts. Both of these misguid- 
ed efforts have only defeated themselves. 

Department of Justice: figures for the year ending 
last June 30 show that 7577 persons are now in Fed- 
eral prisons for violation of Federal laws. The drug 
act contributed 2410 of these, prohibition 1141, the 
Dyer automobile law 1145, the postal laws 967. 
The great number of Federal prisoners cannot pos- 
sibly be housed in Federal prisons, even by crowding 
to 121 per cent above normal capacity, as in Atlanta. 
Accordingly, the overflow is farmed out to state and 
city institutions. Of this practice a congressional 
committee recently reported: 

Persons convicted or held for violation of the 
United States statutes are committed not only to 
Federal penitentiaries, but are also sent to county 
and municipal jails, workhouses and lock-ups. 
There is in many places no separation of the 
innocent from the guilty, the sick from the well, 
the young from the old, or the hardened crim- 
inals from the impressionable first offenders. 
Federal prisoners are simply boarders in penal 


institutions which are not subject to any but in- 
formal control of Federal authorities. 


The $5,000,000 for which President Hoover pro- 
poses to ask Congress will be a mere drop in the 
ocean if the enforcement campaign goes on at the 
present rate. Prisons cannot be built rapidly enough 
to keep up with the courts, and the drain on the 
taxpayers will be tremendous. 

Are the people of the United States going to persist 
in these things? Are they going to send still greater 
numbers of men and women to prison and build more 
and more prisons to house them? If so, they are go- 
ing to do so in spite of history's grave warning that 
human endurance has its limitations. It was Rome’s 
persecution of the Christians that left as the best 
historical symbol of that folly the catacombs, 
just as tyranny everywhere drives underground 
those who become its victims. The Post-Dispatch 
is’ hopeful that, led by Mr. Hoover's crime com- 
mission, which is highly qualified to advise the coun- 
try in such a vital matter, they will desist. It dislikes 
to believe that by making crimes out of what 
never have been crimes since civilization began 
we are going to aggravate the already terrible 
situation in the prisons of the United States 
and make police courts of those great Federal tribun- 
als which were designed to become the eventual safe- 
guards of our liberty. During the Civil War the in- 
humanities of Libby and Andersonville took prece- 
dence over the horrors of actual combat. So it will 
be with the liquor and the narcotic laws. They will 
create more Libbys and Andersonvilles, the inhu- 
manities of which will surpass those of either drunk- 
enness or dope-taking. 

It is time to stop, look and listen. 
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American scientists have finally devised a fireproof 
match. Now for the non-tablecloth-burning cigaretté.

What a picture Lady Drummond Hay has painted 
of Siberia from the deck of the Graf Zeppelin. The

civilization has bestowed upon humanity there is no 
trace. Stark poverty is the portion of those peasants 
who, huddled in terror, saw in the strange monster 
cleaving the skies only a visitation of divine wrath. 
Scientifically, culturally, economically, there are still 
tremendous distances on the planet—tremendous 
tasks still challenge man’s genius. One cannot doubt 
that the challenge will be met. The airship and the 
airplane will retrieve Siberia from its isolation; 
they will give it its place on the world’s trade routes; 
they will redeem it from its squalor and supersti- 
tion. The grandson of one of those peasants who 
cowered in the sheltering church from the vengeance 
of an angry deity will commemorate the visit of 
Pilot Eckener with the art of the Slav. This 
cruise of the Graf Zeppelin is pregnant with 
prophecy. 
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WAGES AND PRICES. 
Approval of Henry Ford’s proposition of higher 
wages and shorter hours, recently voiced by O. K. in 
our Letters From the People, has evoked rather 
a caustic comment from a Hannibal correspondent, 
who remarks. “What he (0. K.) and the befuddled 
world do not see is that capitalists cannot raise 
wages without raising prices.” 
Yet O. K. and the befuddled world have been wit- 
nessing that phenomenon for years. Mr. Ford is, 
probably, the most conspicuous example of the man- 
ufacturer who has raised wages and lowered the 
prices of his products. But the automobile industry 
as a whole has written the remarkable story of ad- 
vancing wages, decreasing prices and steadily im- 
proving quality. 
Wages are but one item in the cost of production, 
and an item that proportionately shrinks as the sci- 
ence of production and the art of management pro- 
gress. Authority, both practical and theoretical, as- 
serts that, notwithstanding the higher American 
wage scale, the labor cost is less than that of Eu- 
ropean countries—a fact attributable in part to the 
greater efficiency of our labor and in part to superior 
management. 
The automobile has not only revolutionized man- 
ners; it has also revolutionized economics. 
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UNCLE SHAM; OR, THE HINDU’S REVENGE. 

A great to-do has been raised over admission to 
this country of “Uncle Sham,” a book by Kanhaya 
Lal Gauba, a Hindu of investigative and reforming 
proclivities. Because of its attacks on the United 
States, the customs service has put up the bars to the 
volume, which was quaintly printed in India. 

Yet the book, to judge by reviewers’ copies that 
somehow got in, is a gem of unconscious satire, with 
high entertainment value but of no potency in over- 
throwing our prized institutions. Stung by Kather- 
ine Mayo’s view of his country in “Mother India,” 
the writer set out to gather facts about the United 
States in the Mayo fashion, and evidently in grim 
earnest. His sources are varied and amazing: the 
Macfadden magazines, “Americana,” by “Mr. Menkin”; 
the movies, and so on. One reads a solemn account 
of American customs, with the authority in ‘a foot- 
note: “See True Story Magazine, June, 1928.” 
most absurd statements of our politicians and pas- 
tors have been carefully chosen to typify American 
thought. The illustrations are priceless, being from 
the tabloids, motion picture stills and the confession 
magazines. The author makes it all prove that the 
United States is a modern Gomorrah, where morals 
and human life are held very cheaply. There isn’t a 
kind word for us in the book, but at worst the writer 
is no more devastating than our own Upton Sinclair 
in his less restrained moments. 

The Hindu thus has an elegant revenge for Miss 
Mayo’s researches, and his exaggerated picture may 
even hold value as an example of how some others 
see us. If the bars remain up to this delectable 
volume it will show a great lack of tolerance on the 
part of the authorities, and what is perhaps worse— 
lack of a sense of humor. 
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FOOTNOTE ON PROTECTION.

BADEN-POWELL’S 50,000 PEACEMAKERS. 

With the elders engaged in a stern attempt to un- 
ravel the tangled snarls of debts left by the war, 
50,000 Boy Scouts from 42 nations ended a world 
jamboree in England on a note of international peace. 
These boys, gathered from the four corners of the 
earth, have had a glimpse of other ways and other 
customs. They have learned that Boy Scouts from 
Denmark and Boy Scouts from India are, after all, 
pretty much like the boys of their own troop and 
their own neighborhood. 

We believe it would be impossible to overestimate 
the importance of this experiment in internationa] 
understanding and good will. It is difficult to make 
an enemy of someone whose ways and customs are 
known and understood, difficult to hate someone 
whose tent has been pitched beside yours. “Today,” 
said the Chief Scout, Sir Robert Baden-Powell, “I send 
you back to your homeland across the seas as my 
ambassadors of peace among the nations of the world.” 
That is considerably more than an exercise in pleas- 
ant rhetoric. It is, we believe, liable to become the 
literal truth.

ai Arrowe Park is without parallel. The 

miles of tented streets that house the 50,- 
000 boys, the city in the fields that has 
sprung up, with its banks, postoffices and 
shops to meet their needs, would be notable 
enough as a triumph of organization. But 
it is the distant origins of the lads who 
come together and the common bond which 
unites them that stir the imagination and 
raise hopes for the human race among all 
who watch the Jamboree. 

Twenty years ago at the Crystal Palace, 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell saw the first 
gathering of the clans he had called into 
being. They were few in number and con- 
fined to the country that gave their organi- 
zation birth. Five years ago, at Copenha- 
gen, the happy portent of today’s vast con- 
course could be seen, for the representatives 
Of 32 nations gather:d in Denmark to honor 
the Scout ideal. Today, to celebrate the 
twenty-first birthday of the movement, 42 
na: ons send their »vys to England. Brazil 
cracks jokes with Switzerland under the 
trees the Scout from Nigeria tries his sign 
language on the Scout from Japan, the 
youth of America teaches Red Indian lore 
to the youth of China, and the songs of the 
veld. mingle with those of the Arctic 
steppes. 

It must be a day of singular happiness for 
the man whose vision made it possible, for 
the Chief Scout can little have thought 
when he asked the King’s permission to 
bring to the cause of world citizenship his 
unique gifts as a soldier, and launched the 
greal experiment with 25 boys on Brownsea 
Island, that he would live to see his dream 
an ectuality that cuts across creed, race 
and class and brings the boyhood of the 
ends of the earth together. 
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Ts. assemblage of the youth of the world 


What is the secret of this bond whose 
appeal has seized upon the young of the 
worid in less than a generation, and with 
the Great War intervening? It is that which 
all-wise thinkers on education from Socrates 
to Pestaiozzi have cherished as the main- 
spring and vitalizing principle of their 
work. It rests on the realization that true 
education lies less in imposing modes of 
thought upon the %wing mind than in 
elic‘ting and liberating its natural interests 
ane impulses, But where the experts have 
fumbled or feared, a soldier with a vivid 
memory of the helpful excitements of his 
own youth has found ihe simple idea, pur- 
sued it, and seen it triumph. 

The most sophisticated of elders who dips 
into “Scouting for Boys” will cease to won- 
der that wheresoe’er the great game is 
known it readily mekes converts, The in- 
stinct to love the open and to wish to un- 
derstand it better is in ali boyhood worth 
the name. The love of simple craftsman- 
ship is not tess strong. The fondness for 
teamwork, for the formation of clubs, 
groups and gangs, is the boy’s characteristic 
the world over, whether it takes the danger- 
ous form of stre’t-corner adventure or is 
turned to the fascinating tracking pursuits 
of the Scout. To these among other natural 
affeetions of boyhood Scouting makes irre- 
sistible appeal. 

Let the old boy who thinks his youth well 


behind him consult, if he dare, the Chief 
Scout’s hints on tent pitching, bridge build- 
ing, night scouting, animal tracking, and the 
observation in general of the fascinating 
detail of the life about us. and still, if he 
can, maintain that the Scout’s enthusiasms 
baffle him. That the enthusiasms thus born 
are shaped to a sense of service and of 
world brotherhood is the movement's chief 
glory; and too great praise cannot be given 
to the spirit which divests the vast con- 
course at ArrOwe Park of international 
championships, indiv-dual contests, and pot- 
hut:ting in all its forms, and makes it in- 
stead a friendly exchange and mingling of 
ideas and performances. 


None can yet measure the full significance 
of this interchange of youth upon the future 
relations of the peoples. But it is of good 
omen that among the 2,000,000 and more 
Scouts and Guides now scattered over the 
world, such meetings as Arrowe Park today 
sees upon a vast scale are in minor shape of 
constant Occurrence, The chalet at Kan- 
dersteg in Switzerland, for instance, which 
was opened a few years ago as a Scout ho- 
tel. has already been able to pursue the 
ideal of comradeship in the mountains 
among the lads of many nations, and it is 
the proud boast of the training college for 
scculmasters which has its headquarters in 
Epping Forest that as many come there 
from foreign countries to learn Sir Robert's 
secret as from the British dominions, 


QO. the valuable leaven of international 
understanding that is thus set working the 
League of Nations, for one, is properly con- 
scious. Its representatives attend the con- 
ferences of the heads of the Scout move- 
ment, and a recent report of the Assembly 
summed up in lang iage that the most ar- 
den Scout could not have bettered the case 
for supporting the mingling of the boyhood 
of the world: “The thoughts and feelings 
of the younger generation are an important 
element in forming the conscience of hu- 
manity; a pure and healthy element freed 
from all prejudice, rancor and memories 
poisoned by hatred: an elenient of enthusi- 
asm and generous sentiment.” 


The tribute was well deserved, for on its 
coming-of-age the Scout movement can sur- 
vey a growth ,whi-h, not unsuspect in its be- 
ginnings of a tendéncy to militarism, has in 
its development made its founder's place se. 
cure in history as a sterling contributor to 
the friendship of those on whom the future 
peace of the world must depend.

Three days later brought the 
capture of one of the speediest 


rum-running vessels then operating, 


in Florida waters. At the time of 
her capture in Biscayne Bay, this 
vessel was returning from Gun Cay 
with a $7000 cargo of ilquor. It 
developed from investigation of 
this case that the smuggling ven- 
ture had been pre-arranged and 
the liquor cargo purchased by one 
of the most flagrant marine liquor 
law violators in Florida. This man 
had left Miami for Gun Cay by 
aeroplane prior to the vessel’s de- 
parture. He supervised the unload- 
ing at Guy Cay of the liquor car- 
go into the motor boat from one of 
three schooners which were regu- 
larly and exclusively engaged in 
bringing liquor cargoes from Nas- 
sau to that place. . 


Gun Cay is one of the @hree chief 
distributing places from which 
American vessels obtain contraband 
which they attempt to smuggle into 
Florida. A desperate effort to es- 
cape was made by the ex-coast 
guardsman in charge of this rum- 
runner. From the time he had 
been signaled to stop until cap- 
ture he was continually ch nging 
his course and proceeding full 
speed in the darkness under a vol- 
ley of machine gun bullets. When 
questioned as to the reason why 
he refused to stop when signaled, 
this rum boat skipper said: “Oh, 
I knew they had me spotted and 
were after me, but figured I could 
zig-zag them shots and get away 
easily. But when those bulelts 
came through the wind-shield over 
the steering wheel and singed my 
hair, I thought it was time to quit 
and give up.” 

Fall of “Spanish Marie.” 
About 4 a. m., March 12, 1928, 
the notorious rum-running queen, 
“Spanish Marie,” was discovered on 
the beach at Coconegt Grove by 
coast guardsmen supervising the 
unloading by nine of her bootleg 
employes of the liquor cargo of her 
rum-running vessel, ‘““Kid Boots.” 
Marie had fallen heir to the ma- 
rine rum-running business estab- 
lised by her deceased husband, 
whose corpse, it was reported, had 
been picked up in Biscayne Bay in 
1926. She was reported to have 
accumulated considerable wealth 
out of the bootlegging business and 
of owning and regularly operating 
a fleet of motor boats and automo- 
biles in the liquor, dope and alien 
smuggling business. 

Not being too certain of the hon- 
esty of those to whom she had en- 
trusted the land delivery of this 
liquor cargo, Marie left her home 
and two sleeping babies that morn- 
ing in response to a telephone call 
telling her of the safe arrival at 
its destination of the rum vessel 
from Bimini. Having employed a 
special pilot boat to scout the coast 
near the landing place to “spot” 
coast guardsmen, and to direct the 
landing movements of the rum 
boat’s crew by means of flashlight 
signals, she entertained, it ap- 
peared, no doubt as to the rum 
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boat’s safe and unmolested landing. 

Overcome with emotion during 
her interrogation on the flagship 
after her arrest, she pleaded im- 
ploringly for her immediate release 
to enable her to go home to her 
children whose safety and protec- 
tion she stated she feared. Under 
the circumstances, we released her 
on a $500 bond which she _ fur- 
nished for her appearance for a 
preliminary hearing the following 
day. On the appearance day, how- 
ever, she was absent but was rep- 
resented by an attorney who moved 
for a continuance of the hearing 
as to her on the ground that she 
was at home in bed suffering from 
nervous prostration. Had not her 
attorney forgotten to obtain a doc- 
tor’s certificate showing her health 
to be as represented. and had not 
Marie met and talked with a spe- 
cial undercover customs agent over 
in Bimini the night before, it is 
quite possible that a continuance 
would have been granted and the 
embarrassment of furnishing a 
$3000 bond in place of the $500 
bond avoided. 


Booze Prices Mount. 

The effect of the special patrol’s 
action was being keenly felt at this 
time both by the bootleggers and 
the thirsty Florida tourists. Prices 
for running in liquor had jumped 
from $50 to $150 a load, cash 
money for release on bond in case 
of arrest being demanded in ad- 
vance of the trip. Liquor prices 
had soared from $35 to $125 a 
case and notices reading ‘Closed 
for business’ were to be found 
posted on mwajority of the noto- 
rious la bootlegging places 
throughout Miami. 

A check of the Bahaman Cus- 
toms House statistics disclosed that 
during three months’ operation of 
the special patrol, Jan. 1, 1928, to 
March 31, 1928, there was a de- 
crease Of 43,288 pounds sterling on 
liquor imports into the Bahamas 
and a decrease of 43,928 pounds 
sterling on liquor exports from 
that place during that period. 

A total of 110 liquor-running 
vessels were seized during the spe- 
cial patrol’s four months’ ‘opera- 
tion in those waters. Arrests aboard 
these vessels, or made in connec- 
tion with the seizure of them, to- 
taled between 300 and 400. Prac- 
tically all the seized vessels and 
their cargoes were condemned. 
Conspiracy indictments were fre- 
turned against nearly all those ar- 
rested. On pleas of guilty to two 
of these indictments, one defendant 
was sentenced to 14 months in At- 
lanta Penitentiary and another 
awarded a sentence of six months 
in jail in consideration of his hav- 
ing furnished the Government with 
valuable information. and having 
already spent four months in jail 
awaiting a trial because of the 
failure of the man for whom he 
was running the liquor, to furnish 
the $3500 bond required for his 
release. 

This is merely one piece of evi- 
dence as to what can be done if 
there is a real will co-operation 
between Government forces and de- 
termination to enforce the prohibi- 
tion law. But it is far from being 
the only evidence of proof of that 
fact.

He Practices English.

We all 
became reconciled to the idea of 
going to America, having vainly 
exhaused every effort to get to 
Switzerland or Italy. 

I learned afterward that the 
Italian and Swiss Governments, at 
the instance of the Socialists, had 
authorized my admission to those 
countries, but the decision was 
delayed until I had gone aboard 
the steamer for Barcelona on Dec.

HAVING THREE 
JUDGES RENDER 
RING DECISIONS 


By Tom S.Andrews. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 17.—Before 
retiring from the office of chair- 
man of the Illinois Athletic 
Commission, Paul Prehn of Chi- 
cago, who is also president of the 
National Boxing Association, an- 
nounced that he would introduce 
some measures of reform at the 


annual meeting of the association 


this month. 

The rule that Mr. Prehn has 
been working on for some time, 
and which he would like to have 
adopted by all the commissions. 
relates to the judging of contests. 

It is the contention of Mr. Prehn 
that instead of having two judges 
and the referee render verdicts in 
all matches, that it would be much 
better to have three judges have 


absolute charge of the decisions,’ 


leaving the referee to handle the 
boxers in the ring only. He claims, 
too, that the referee’s time is too 
much taken up in watching the 
fighters to be able to render a 
correct verdict. 

In England. 

For many decades the judges 
(two of them) have rendered de- 
cisions in England, with the ref- 
eree having the final say in case 


of any disagreement. It has been 
the same with all the amateur 


matches in the United States for 


the past 50 years: only the past 


few years have the professionals 


adopted the same system of judg- 


ing boxing bouts.

On every side as 
the tourist travels along are the 
remigins Of old Colonia! plantations 
and. fansions, nearly all conjuring 
up romance in varied forms vividly 
to remind the beholder of their 
ancient glories. 

It is about 1915 miles from St. 
Louis via Washington and Rich- 
mond to Norfolk, Va. One can re- 
turn to St. Louis over the same 
route, or travel from Norfolk to 
Staunton, Va., in the Shenandoah 
Valley (215 miles); from Staunton 
to White Sulphur Springs (107 
miles) and then from White Sul- 
yhur Springs to St. Louis (683 
miles) . Virtually all of this 2020 
round trip is over paved highways. 

In Richmond the tourist may 
wander among some of the most 
Significant historic shrines in the 
ation. “He may visit old St. John’s 
Church in Broad street where Pat- 
rick Henry delivered his immortal 
appeal. “Is life so dear, is peace so 
sweet, as to be purchased at the 
price of chains and slavery? For- 
bid it, Almighty God! I know not 
what course others may take; but 
as for me, give me liberty or give 
m« death!” 

He may see the Old Stone House 
which is now a memorial to Edgar 
Allen Poe; the Virginia State Capi- 
tol, designed by Thomas Jefferson;

In Capitol Square he may see the 
Crawford equestrian statue of 
Washington which has been called 
the “noblest group of statuary in 
America,” the Governor's Mansion, 
built in 1811; the State Library, the 
State Office Building and Beli 
Tower. 

Nearby is St. Paul's Church, in 
which Jefferson Davis sat on a 
beautiful April Sunday in 1865 
when a whispering messenger bore 
to him the news that the Confed- 
erate lines before Petersburg were 
giving way, portending the early 
occupation of Richmond by Fed- 
eral troops. Near at hand is the

From Richmond, driving easterly 
over Pocahontas Trail, the tourist 
goon comes te Seven Pines, 
ecene of a two-day battle early in 
the summer of 1862.

In Kentucky 


Mammoth Cave, Pali- 
sades of River Named 
for State, Birthplace of 
Lincoln and Bluegrass 
Country on Rotte 
Traveled. 


A motoring tour that offers a 
variety of pleasing scenery, visits 
to Mammoth Cave, to the birth- 
place of Lincoln, to the Bluegrass 
region of Kenfiicky and the pali- 
sades of the Kentucky River, may 
be taken in three to four days from 
St. Louis via Louisville. 


It is 268 miles from St. Louis to 
Louisville; 98 from Louisville to 
Mammoth Cave; 74 from the cave 
to Bardstown; 89 from Bardstown 
to Lexington; 85 from Lexington 
back to Louisville and then 268 
miles back to the city. Thus the 
round trip covers about 882 miles, 


From this city, the route runs 
eastward over the Free .Bridge, 
through East St. Louis and over 
Highway No. 50 (State No. 12) to 
the Illinois-Indiana line, then via 
Vincennes over U. 8. No. 60 to 
Loogootee, Ind., then No. 150 to 
Louisville. This route is paved, 
except for a few short graveled 
breaks, and a six-mile and a three- 
mile detour in Indiana. 

Leaving Louisville, U. 8 No. 31 
is followed via Fourth street where 
a right turn is made onto Hill 
street and then a left turn onto 
Eighteenth street to St. Helens and 
then through a garden farm section 
past Waverly Hills Sanitorium.

by the “blues and grays” during the 
Civil War. Here also is the an- 
cient Inn of Logs where Andrew 
Jackson stopped on his ride from 
Nashville to Washington to be in- 
augurated President. Next, at 
Horse Cave the tour curves right 
onto U. S. 68 and beyond at Cave 
City. it turns right at the entrance 
to Mammoth Cave. 

This cave is one of the wonders 
of the world. Tourists can see 
beth the old and the new entrances 
ta Mammoth Cave. A visit can be 
made to the Great Onyx Cave. In 
Mammoth Cave stalactites and 
stalagmites take the form of fluted 
columns. There are great audi- 
toriums with lofty ceilings, domes 
of great height, the sides formed 
of tier after tier of fluted columns. 
underground streams and mighty 
crevices. 

Leaving the cave region the tour 
returns to Cave City and then goes 
south to Bear Wallow, where a left 
turn is made with U. S. 68, which 
is followed through Hardyville and 
Canmer to Magnolia and Buffalo. 
From here into Hodgenville, the 


route passes the Lincoln Memorial | 


National Monument, a structure 
erected by the Government over the 
little cabin in which Lincoln was 


born. At Hodgenville the tour)

turns right, 
Haven and Balltown to 


| town. 


This latter city is the oldest town 


in the State and was settied in 
The speeding; 1775 by people from Virginia and 


Pennsylvania. Here Stephen Col- 
lins Foster composed the song. 
“My Old Kentucky Home.” In 
Bardstown, also, is the first Catho- 
lic church to be built west of the 
Alieghenies. In it are rare oil 
paintings donated by Louis Phil- 
lippe, the exiled King of France. 
who for a time was a vistor in the 
town. Muldraught’s Hill. a short 
distance out‘of the town, was made 
famous by the bandit, Jesse James. 
who visited it as a hiding place. 

U. 8S. 68 is then followed south- 
east to Springfield, where U. 8. 168 
is joined and traveled to Danville, 
the first capital of Kentucky. The 
first courthouse and jail was also 
located here. Center College, Ken- 
tucky College and the Kentucky 
College for the Deaf are all located 
in Danville. Nearby is Perryville 
battlefield. 

From Danville the tour goes 
north 11 miles to Harrodsburg, laid 
out by Capt. Harrod in 1774. Later 
it was abandoned because of In.- 
dians. Four miles east on Shaw- 
nee Run is Boone’s Cave, where the 
famous pioneer spent the winter of 
1769-1770, his first in Kentucky 
country. Here also is a replica of 
Harrod’s old fort. 

The tourist leaves Harrodsburg 
and travels to Shakertown, one of 
the three remaining Shaker villages 
in the United States. Here is the 
Shaker Village Guest House, which 
contains a museum of records, a 
unique spiral stairway and a paint- 
ing of Sister Mary Settles, last of 
the Shakers.

Lexington is in the heart of the 
famed :Bluegrass region and con- 
tains scores of historic, and pic- 
turesque spots, tn addition to its 
noted stock farming. The stock 
farms surrounding the city. from 
three to 12 miles out on evary pike, 
constitute the greatest thorouch- 
bred and light harness horse cen. 
ter in the world. 

From Lexington U. 8. 60 is fol- 
lowed west to Versailles, then 
north to Frankfort, capital of the 
State. This city lies on both sides 
of the Kentucky Rivér, which here 
flows in a chasm, affording pic- 
turesque scenery. It is spanned by 
a suspension bridge 400 feet long. 

To complete the round trip 
through Kentucky the tourist 
should return to Louisville from 
Frankfort over U. 8. 60, through

URGES FAIR TRIAL 
OF JAY-WALKING LAW 


Safety Council President Points 
to Increasing Number of 
Traffic Accidents. 


Pointing out that 260 pedestri- 
ans have been killed and 9141 seri- 
ously injured in traffic accidents in 
St. Louis in the 18 months from 
Jan. 1, 1927, to June 30, 1929, Jo- 
seph T. Davis, president of the St. 
Louis Safety Council, yesterday is- 
sued a statement in which he 
urged the public to co-operate with 
traffic officers in enforcing the 
‘“jay-walking” ordinance instituted 
last week for a 90-day test. 

“The ordinance regulating pedes- 
trian traffic in congested districts, 
recently made effective in St. 
Louis, should be supported by the 
general public,” Davis said. “The 
ordinance will prove valuable if an 
earnest effort is made to enforce 
it, and if the public will give it a 
fair trial.’’ 

“Undoubtedly the best place for 
the pedestrian to cross the street is 
at the intersection and in the cross- 
walk. Between intersections the 
vehicle has the right of way. It is 
interesting to watch pedestrians 
attempt to cross the street in the 
middle of the block, dodging here 
and there and weaving in and out 
of traffic streams, and it is only 
fair to require pedestrians to go to 
the’crosswalk where the drivers 
expect them and aré using partic- 
ular care for their protection, The 
law is written for the protection of 
pedestrians.”’ 
The fact that pedestrians have

It was an editor testing the new 


radio compass for yachts and small 
craft, made by the Kolster Radio 
Corporation and designed by Dr. F, 
A. Kolster, who also designs Kol- 
ster radio sets, 


At that moment a fog, seeming- 
ly made to order for the test, en- 
veloped the harbor. The ear phones 
were given to the pilot, and to be 
doubly sure that he could not see, 
a handkerchief was tied over his 
eyes, with only the radio signals t» 
guide him while lookouts watched 
for other craft, the pilot held to 
his course for several miles 
through the fog and Ambrose sud- 
denly appeared ahead. 


Three radio beacons send their 
automatic signals out over New 
York Harbor and the water beyond 
for several hundred miles; just as 
other radio beacons now protect all 
leading harbors all over the world. 
They are located on Ambrose 
Channel light vessel, that starting 
or finishing point of races ugainst 
time by ocean liners crossing the 
Atlantic: on Fire Island and at Sea- 
cirt light station. Each one auto- 
matically sends a different radio 
signal out across the water. The 
Kolster compass points out where 
each signal is coming from, and 
when the pilot draws those lines 
on his chart he knows his boat is 
located exactly where the lines 
cross each other.

10,000 Watts 


Watts—New Kentucky 
Broadcaster Ready. 


A license to use 10,000 watts 
and to build a new transmitter ut 
Kansas City has been asked for by 
WDAF. The station now uses 1000 


watts. 


KOMO, Seattle, Wash., is asking 
for a 15,000-watt construction per- 
mit and a shift from 920 to 970 kc 
It now transmits with 1000 watts. 


WCKY, the 5000-watt station 
which will be operated at Coving- 
ton, Ky., by L. B. Wilson, Inc., is 
about to make its debut on the air. 

Construction of studios in Cov- 
ington and installation of trans- 
mitting equipment near Villa Ma- 
donna, Ky., are being pushed, and 
it is expected that the station will 
be ready for its inaugural program 
soon after the first of September. 

Lee Goldsmith, general manager 
of WCKY, has lincd up some en- 
tertainers and has arranged for a 
time division with the three Chi- 
cago stations that share the 1480- 
kilocycle band. The Chicago sta- 
tions came off second best in the 
time division and WCKY will use 
the most desirable hours during 
its four-sevenths of the broadcast- 
ing “day.” 

Goldsmith is confident that one 


of the national chains will use 
WCKY as an outlet. 
WMC, Memphis, Tenn., is ask- 


ing for an increase of power from 
500 to 1000 watts. 


WCBS, Springfield, Il., asks for 
a power increase from 100 to 250 
watts, a change from 1210 to 600 
ke and full time instead of shar- 
ing with WTAX. 


Authority to erect a new 1000- 
watt station at Buffalo, N. Y., with 
unlimited time on 900 kc, is sought 
by the Buffalo Evening News. This 
newspaper, one of the more power- 
ful in the East, is asking for the 
channel now used by WMAQ, Buf- 
falo, and WFBL, Syracuse, N. Y. 
Once before the News applied 
for construction permit, making 
a serious attempt, and is raising 
an issue of considerable impor- 
tance. 
The News declares the applica- 
tion is filed “to break a local mo- 
nopoly which controls the four ma- 
jor stations, each using a separate 
wavelength, in a manner considered 
to be + caeeearyten to the interests 
of the listening public.” 
This is what the newspaper says 
in its application: 
“Since the four leading radio sta- 
tions in Buffalo have come under 
the control and management of the 
the Buffalo Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, service to the public gradual- 
ly has deteriorated. Programs are 
being interrupted with all kinds 
of direct advertising announce- 
ments. 
“The present local monopoly is 
not in the public interest. The ef- 
fective competition and high grade 
radio service which will be insured 
if this application is granted will 
restore to the public its rights in 
radio.” 
The commission, of course, has 
encouraged mergers in the interest 
of wavelength economy, but it also 
has insisted on maintenance of 
competition, the News contends. 
“In the present case,” continues 
the newspaper, “competition has 
been degtroyed because the Buffa- 
lo Broadcasting Corporation owns 
or controls four stations and occnu- 
pies four channels. In other words, 
the Buffalo Radio Trust, which has 
been held up by its promoters as 
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Lillian _Boguslawski, Illinois 
U. “co-ed,” who found fame as a 
pianist in Europe. She will play

We shall soon have on our 
Corresponding Advisory Cc mmittee 
representatives from eact of the 
leading universities. Our aim, of 
course, is not merely to tmprove 
the diction of the announcer but to 
aid in raising the standard wf spok- 
en English throughout the entire 
country. 
“Every effort with be made to 
insure a complete and carful can- 
vass of the field. Every announcer 
can feel sure of a judgment by 
competent critics. 
‘During the audition I expect to 
visit several of the large broad- 
casting centers east and west, and 
listen personafly to local an- 
nouncers who have been recom- 
mended by our Corresponding 
Committee.” 
Garland will be on the Coast in 
August and September, in the Mid- 
West in October and in the East 
November and Pecember, return- 
ing to the Coast for the winter in 
January.

In a formal answer filed in Cir-

NEW YORK, Aug. 17. — New 
Yorkers may justly pride them- 
selves on their unfailing patronage 
of the best that the stage can offer 
if one were to base such an award 
on the happenings of the present 
summer’s theatrical season. Prac- 
tically all of the preceding season’s 
knockouts continued to be favored 
by surging crowds and _ the pre- 
Vious week's two openings and this 
week’s three new plays have man- 
aged so far to draw anxious aud- 
iences, notwithstanding that these 
productions cannot be said to rep- 
resent anything novel or worthy of 
especial note. Of these five plays 
which featured the first two weeks 
in August, *““Now-a-Days” and 
“Jerry for Short” are even below 
the mediocre and the other three, 
“It’s a Wise Child,” “Murray An- 
derson’s Almanac” and “Dinner Is 
Served” cannot well claim to being 
unique.

Trying to Explain Jimmie Durante 
To an English Visitor

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—An Irish 
comedy in chree acts and one lively 
intermission was ushered bravely 
into the Waldorf last Monday night 
by Fiske O’Hara. For the benefit of 
those pavement-ey bound denizens 
of Broadway, it may be necessary 
to add that Fiske O’Hara is a sort 
of road edition of Chauncey Olcott 
who has been devoted for years to 
the singing of sob-choked lyrics 
about Irish eyes and colleens and 
rocky roads and tumblie-down 
shacks atthe signal of the music 


and with disarming friendliness he 
set forth to establish the same re- 
lationship in his Manhattan The- 
ater, for the entire second act was 
given up to genial banter, intro- 
ductions with Irish songs with a 
fervor which completely overshad- 
owed the play he was interrupting. 

Even without this cheery distrac- 
tion, the play we fear would be a 
difficult one to remember. Tt was 
the story of an honest Irish fam- 


ily, newly rich but with hearts of 
gold, whose destiny seemed to be 
linked in the most curious manner 
with the social] status of its serv- 
ants. For when the young daugh- 
ter attempt to marry a local young 
aristocrat, the match is frowned on 
severely by the boy’s snobbish 
mother until the haughty dowager 
learns that the butler is a Lord 
and their governess a Lady.

It was 
at this point that Mr. O’Hara, after 
almost lifting his hand against the 
heartless old lady remarks between 
clenched tceth, “I am trying to re- 
member hard that you are a moth- 
er!” 

Such was the length of the in- 
termission performance that we 
were unable to determine definite- 
ly whether or not love’s young 
dream conquered, but we fell sure 
it did, even if the pantry maid 


had to turn out to be a Duchess 
by way of setting the family’s s0- 
cial record right again. 

It may not be difficult to un- 
derstand why, after this, Mr. 
O’Hara’s impromptu interruption 
came as a spontaneous and blessed 
relief. He established his intima- 
cy with the first nighters through 
an introductory speech of his own; 
he introduced such friendly  fig- 
ures as Murray Hulbert, Mrs. Al 
Smith, Charley Blaney and Father 
Leonard in the audience, and he 
sang three songs with the plaintive 
wistfulness that always trails after 
the Irish tenor’s phrases, 

For those 15 minutes it was an 
excellent show, and you could find 
it in your heart to wish that it had 
been a major production instead 
of an incidental accompaniment 
to the play.

HAT has been termed the last 
Ws the silent pictures, “‘Four 

Feathers,” opened at -the 
Grand Central yesterday and it ‘s 
good enough to make one wonder 
if we aren’t a bit hasty in flopping 
completely over to the sound film. 
Certainly the sound devices in their 
present stage of development, 
would hinder rather than Trelp 
this well-directed and  finely- 
trimmed adventure story of British 
army life in the Sudan. Similar in 
setting to “Beau Geste,” it doesn’t 
quite come up to the latter's stand- 
ard but is close enough to be en- 
tertaining. 

Four young Britishers, played by 
Richard Arlen, William Powell, 
Clive Brook and Theodore von Eltz 
have received their commissions in 
the army. Arlen, the son of a Gen- 
eral and legatee of a family’s mili- 
tary tradition, has no stomach for 
fighting and, on receiving secret 
information that trouble is pend- 
ing in the Sudan and his regime t 
is likely to see service, resigns his 
e>mmission on the pretext of get- 
ting married. Learning of his de- 
ception, his three companions in 
arms send him three tiny white 
feathers, the badge of cowardice. 
To these his girl adds a fourth. 
Arlen is read out of the army and 
his proud father dies of a broken 
heart, leaving the son a pistol with 
which to end his life and save the 
family honor, 

The remainder of the picture 
concerns Arien's regeneration. Car- 
rying the feathers in a _ leather 
pouch around his neck, he (oes to 
the scene of war. 

In a series of bold adventures, 
he rescues one of his former com- 
rades from a slave market and la- 
ter gets through to a besieged out- 


post in time to prevent a mutiny 
among the troops and save the life 
of another -comrade, who lies 
wounded in the officers quarters. 
Meantimie, a column of troops com- 
ing to the aid of the garrison and 
led by Arlen's third comrade, is 
attacked by the Fuzzy-Wuzzys near 
the fort. When the British square 
is about to cave in, Arlen, who has 
taken command of the fort (‘in 
the name of the Queen!”) leads a 
foray into the melee and saves the 
day. Naturally, the picture closes 
with Arlen’s decoration back in 
Britain, his restoration to rank and 
the return of the last feather. 

Memory fails to recall a more 
dramatic scene than that in which 
Arlen, the discredited officer, hav- 
ing assumed command of the gar- 
rison, dons an officer’s uniform 
and stalks down the steps, un- 
armed, into the midst of a thirsty, 
mutinous crowd of black troopers 
and sends them back to their sen- 
try posts. You have never seen a 
man stalk until you have seen Are 
len descend these steps. 

Included in the film by means of 
double exposure, are two splendid 
sequences of animals fleeing before 
a destructive fire. These scenes 
were taken by the photographers 
who filmed “Chang” and have been 
perfectly adapted to the action of 
the story. 

One shows the panic of a tribe 
of baboons (if baboons go in tribes) 
and the other that of hippopotami. 
The shots are close-up and highly 
thrilling and their introduction 
helps to amplify the terror of two 
Britishers fleeing from the slave- 
market and prison.

this none too simple mediey of 
Broadway is explaining Jimmie 
Durante to an Englishman. As- 
suming, of course, that he never 
has watched a performance by this 
amiable, if cock-eyed, student of 
life, whose antics, baffling or not, 
have never failed to divert the 
most bewildered of spectators. For 
that matter, it is almost impossi- 
ble to give even a native listener 
any idea of the cream of the jest 
by a secondhand recital of his 
material. “What's so funny about 
him.” the uninitiated will inquire 
coldly, whereupon you begin a de- 
tailed account of his behavior, 
handicapped. slightly by the fact 
that your tale is interrupted by 
strangled bursts of your own laugh- 
ter. This doesn’t help much, espe- 
cially as each new outburst is 
greeted by your victim with frosty 
and bored indifference.

is only after the most violent in- 
terchange of blows and repartee 
that harmony is restored.

With a friend he managed to get 
it onto Broadway for $3000, an un- 
heard of thing, for even then pro- 
ducers were spending as much as 
$50,000 and $60,000 to get a show 
into New York. “Bye, Bye Bar- 
bara” flopped hard and fast. Next 
he was engaged by a half dozen 
backers to direct a show called 
“When Summer Comes.” 


He got this as far as Washing- 
ton and there he saw it was going 
to be awful, so he decided to throw 
away the book and convert it into a 
revue. He remembered having seen 
a wonderful vaudeville act of four 
brothers and he had Luella Gear 
and Jim Barton so he felt he was 
pretty well set. The four broth- 
ers, who were anxious to join the 
show, were the Four Marx Broth- 
ers who had been knocking around 
in vaudeville for years. But be- 
fore “When Summer Comes” could 
be whipped into shape as a revue, 
it failed. 

After a brief interval, young 
Hammerstein established a connec- 
tion with Lew Fields and he has 
been with the Fields organization 
ever since. He likes to work for 
Fields, who gives younger men a 
chance, he says. What he has 
learned from Fields in the last 
three years he regards as his col-

roar as the jets slash and cut through 
the atmosphere, driving it along in 
space. 

“That steady, high-pitched roar 
sounds at a distance like a tremendous 
explosion, but it is usually only a sus- 
tained receding roar as- the rocket 
mounts and leaps farther and farther 
into space---into the unknown noth- 
ingness. 

“Although my experiments have 
previously caused no great furore in 
this country, the reports have been re- 
ceived in Europe with much specula- 
tion and excitement by various acien- 
tific bodies concerned seriously with 
inter-planetary communication. 


R. GODDARD says that the 
Jem ‘‘moon rocket’ for his 


invention ts misleading, espe- 
cially from the scientific standpoint. 
The term is a misnomer and apt 
to discredit his researches, he points 
out. 

“That term ‘moon rocket’ came 
after the publication of my paper for 
the Smithsonian Institution,’ he ex- 
plains. ‘I realized the necessity of 
saying something novel and startling 
to gain the interest of the Smithsonian 
society, so I suggested making the 
moon, or one of the live planets, a tar- 
get, merely as an illustration of the 
possibilities of my theory of using 
liquid gaseous propellants instead of 
explosives. 


“It will doubtless be a long time 
before the earth's attraction is over- 
come and a missile is finally launched 
into inter-planetary space. My ex- 
periments are comparable to the swad- 
dling stage of such an event. I be- 
lieve that this sort of thing must have 
a small beginning until it gets beyond 
the theoretical stage. We will achieve 
greater and greater distance (of that 
I am sure), reaching out Into the in- 
finite.’’ 

When the writer reminded him that 
the German ‘Big Bertha”’ that let rain 
its shells upon Paris from a range 
greater than 7() miles was believed to 
have hurled its missile to a height of 
more than 30 miles above the earth's 
surface before jt reached the peak of 
its parabola, Dr. Goddard smiled. 

“The ‘Big Bertha’ made only a fee- 
ble gesture to the stars,”’ he said, but 
would elaborate this enigmatic state- 
ment no further. 

“Tt was a tremendous thrill to watch 
my rocket go up on the night of the 
experiment,’’ the distinguished Clark 
University physicist said. ‘It is al- 
most indescribable. The sound is not 
unlike that of a big explosive missile, 
moaning and muttering as it hurtles 
along on its flight, only louder and 
with a higher-pitched sound.” 

So much alarm was expressed on the 
day following the experiment that Dr. 
Goddard felt it necessary to make an 
explanation. “I want to make i' 
clear,” he said, ‘‘that the propellant 
used is not ap explosive. People imag- 
ine me going about with containers

is further from the truth. My pro- 
pellant is not explosive. It is only a 
gaseous substance’ ejected , at high 
pressure and terrific speed. The gas 
is not particularly high‘in temperature 
because the heat is expended in the 
swiftness of the flight.’’ 

Dr. Goddard says the villagers were 
guessing wildly when they reported 
that the rocket had exploded in mid- 
air. ‘It was the most successful of 
my experiments with rockets using en- 
tirely new propellants."’ Dr. Goddard 
added that what was believed to be a 
tremendous explosion was the noise 
resulting from the speed of the rock- 
et through the air. He estimates that 
it attained a speed of at least 5000 
miles an hour. 

The rocket was fired directly at the 
zenith, and when it fell back to the 
ground was recovered a short distance 
eastward from the tower, which was 
accounted for by the swing of the 
earth during the flight of the projec- 
tile. 

In construction the rocket is of 
light steel, narrow and tapering like 
a cigar, nine feet long and, at its wid- 
est, two and a half feet in diameter. 
The explosive charges are ignited one 
after another, each imparting to the 
projectile a series of violent kicks, 
hurling it onward. The explosions are 
so timed that the speed of the rocket 
as it ascends is kept almost uniform. 
The vent end has a cone-shaped cav- 
ity, through which the gases of com- 
bustion are expelled with explosive 
violence, this furnishing the actual 
motive power. 


R. GODDARD'S secret was at

Salvaging Women Criminals

ALDERSON,. West Virginia. 

N THE beautiful and inspiring Greenbriar Valley of West Vir- 
ginia, high in the exhilarating Allegheny Mountains, the Depart- 
ment of Justice is conducting an interesting experiment in trying 
to reclaim ynfortunate women. The work is under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Mary B. Harris, one of the country’s most progressive 
penologists, who at last has been granted adequate appropria- 
tions by Congress to determine whether kindly-directed reforma- 
tive methods are superior to harsh punishment as a deterrent 
to a life of crime. 
The new reformatory for women offenders is located on a 250- 
acre farm about a mile and a half from Alderson. On this farm, the gift of the 
townspeople of Alderson, the Government has spent more than $2,000,000 for mod- 
ern buildings, machinery and farm equipment. If the experiment fails to produce 
the desired results, lack of funds cannot be blamed.

Each class of members 
has certain privileges. The probation- 
ary member can write one letter a 
week and receive incoming mail; the 
voting members can write two extra 
letters a month and are permitted to 
go to certain parts of the campus un- 
restricted; members of the executive 
committees and the council have the 
privilege of acting as guides when 
needed and are allowed to have room- 
lights until 9:30 p. m. 

At the weekly meetings of the cot- 
tage clubs, the members, under the 
chairmanship of a warder, consider 
minor matters of discipline, and, after 
hearing both sides of the cases, vote 
their recommendation as to acquittal, 
reprimand, suspended sentence or pen- 
alty, depending upon previous record, 
attitude or other circumstances. 

In devising this plan of limited self- 
government, Dr. Harris drew upon 
her own experience as a school teacher 
and penologist. She attended Bucknell 
University and took her Ph. D. at Chi- 
cago in the classics. Later she taught 
in boarding schools, and after a year 
of foreign travel she became superin- 
tendent of women in the New York 
City Workhouse at Blackwell's Island. 
After three and a half years’ work in 
New York, she became superintendent 
of the New Jersey State Reformatory 
for Women. For the past three years 
she has been associated with the Fed- 
eral Department of Justice. 


CW: WANT,” said Dr. Har- 
ris, ‘‘to inculcate a_ feel- 
ing of hope and responsi- 
bility In the inmates. We have tried 
to abolish fear. In doing so, we have 
taken away or changed those things 
usually connected with fear and de 
spair. Our warders and teachers treat 
the inmates like human beings; there 
is no swearing, no harsh puntshment. 

‘“‘At first some of the old offenders 
who had served in jails and prisons 
did not know what to make of the 
treatment. They thought there was a 
‘catch’ somewhere. Then they thought 
we were highbrow, merely because we 
treated them decently. Personally, ! 
believe that only a very small per- 
centage of prisoners should be kept in 
cells, probably not more than 2 per 
cent: certainly not more than 5 per 
cent. During our two years, we have 
had to put only 23 offenders in 8e- 
clusion.’ 

The idea of comparative freedom, 
of movement and of choice, is carried 
out in the workrooms, the classes and 
in the cottages. It is the aim of Dr. 
Harris to educate the offenders to be- 
come self-supporting when they are 
released. 

The Negroes for the most part are 
taught to cook. Many are unable to

These are given elemen- 
tary English lessons to enable them 
to read cookbooks. Of all the inmates, 
they seem to be the happiest and the 
most eager to learn. 

For the whites, there are courses in 
English, bookkeeping and  stenog- 
raphy, table service, household hygi- 
ene, power sewing and farming. Many 
of the inmates, particularly those from 
the city, know that they can easily get 
positions as waitresses if they can 
show some skill. The table-service 
classes are popular. 

For the power-sewing classes the 
latest electrical equipment, housed in 
spick and span, airy buildings, is 
available. With cloth from the At- 
lanta Penitentiary, these students 
learn factory methods... Work at the 
machine is alternated to prevent mere 
routine operation. In their spare 
time, these inmates do attractive em- 
broidery and drawn work, which is 
sold to visitors. 


ANY of the drug addicts are 
LY Fe to work directly on the 

farm to keep them in the open 
air. In the drug cure no drugs are 
used. Sleep, fresh air, plenty of work, 
substantial food and few worries are 
relied upon to effect the rehabilitation. 

Dr. Harris says that unless the drug 
addict is given at least two years 
treatment there is not much hope for 
permanent recovery. The large num- 
ber of drug. addicts is likely to bring 
down the percentages of permanently- 
reformed offenders. The drug addict 
faces a strong temptation when disap- 
pointment comes. 

The effect of the surroundings, the 
new method of treatment, the diversi- 
fied work, is easily discefnible in the 
faces of the prisoners and in their 
own rooms. They lack the dull, sul- 
len look so often found in prison 
drudges, and their rooms show real 
taste in decoration. 

Cells are only for the secluded 
cases. The cottagersa have clean, light 
rooms, 7x11 feet, ample for a white- 
enamel bed, a chair and table and a 
small dresser. The bars on the win- 
dows have been camouflaged to look 
like part of the decoration. The equlp- 
ment for the rooms was bought from 
the Government hotels in Washing- 
ton. Fifty-cent chairs have been re- 
upholstered to look like expensive 
articles. This work is done by the 
inmates. The doors to the rooms are 
locked every night, the time varying 
from 8 to 9:30 p. m. 

On the farm proper the latest dairy- 
ing equipment is being installed.

Audiences in the small towns along 
the Mississippi and up the Ohio and 
Tennessee rivers like their drama 
straight, the straighter the better. 
They do not come to kid the show, 
nor even to smile politely behind their 
hands when the heroine is saved by a 
last-minute miracle from the evil 
clutches of the villain. 

They have not, according to Hitner 
and other showboat owners inter- 
viewed, been spoiled by the movies, 
nor has their attitude been materially 
influenced by Edna Ferber’s book, 
“Showboat,”’ and the play and movié 
that were made from it. These audl- 
ences have patronized the showboats 
for years, and in some instances their 
fathers and mothers before them. 
They are the foundation of the still- 
flourishing showboat business. 

I caught up with the Cotton Blos- 
som here, and in proof of Hitner’s con- 
tention, a considerable audience came 


from in and around about Thebes to 
follow with obvious interest the old- 
time meller, ‘“‘That Thing Called 
Love,’’ adapted from ‘‘Wé6’uns of Ten- 
nessee.’’ Though the town of Thebes 
is the setting for part of the Ferber 
novel, it is entirely possible that many 
in the audience had never heard of the 
book. At 4:30 the next morning the 
Cotton Blossom pulled out for Olm- 
stead, Illinois, a town inland a mile 
and a half from the Ohio River, and 
a run of about 50 miles from here. 

It is to towns of this type that Hit- 
ner enjoys playing. He seems to have 
been genuinely disturbed that in St. 
Louis his dramatic offerings were not 
taken with entire seriousness. And 
then there was, of course, the fact that 
Building Commissioner Aegerter de- 
clared the Cotton Blossom unsafe and 
compelled Hitner to move over to 
East St. Louis. 


HE showboat business is set 
about with even more hazards 
than is the drama on dry land. 
For along with its quaint and roman- 
tic aspects the showboat has a balance 
sheet, and a formidable one. Hitner 
estimates his overhead at $900 a week, 
which does not include capital and 
carrying charges such as depreciation. 
It would cost about $50,000 to replace 
his boat and its tow.

$25 a week, two or three slightly 
more. They also get' their board 
and room free, and as there is 
little opportunity to spend money the 
end of the season usually finds 
them with at least a part of their 
wages saved. The cost of costumes 
and scenery is negligible. Usually a 
showboat can travel an entire sum- 
mer with only two or three bills, for 
which two sets suffice. In an emer- 
gency these can be juggled around to 
giye a third or even a fourth. 

Hitner pays no royalties for the 
plays he gives. They are all either 
original plays or adaptations from the 
pen of his wife. Further economies 
are effected by the fact that Mra. Hit- 
ner plays character parts, and a daugh- 
ter, Hope, plays ingenue parts and oc- 
casional leads. 

Most of the actors on showboats are 
recruited new each season, although 
Hitnefhas a team, Peyton and Layton, 
who have been with him for several 
years. It is only necessary to insert 
a small advertisement in the theatrical 
publication, The Billboard, to get a 
cast together. Sometimes there are as 


many as a hundred or two hundred re- 
plies. Often the applicants are very 
young, but usually they are actors 
from small stock circuits and even tent 
shows, with long experience in almost 
every department of the theater. They 
can double in the orchestra and put on 
a vaudeville skit between the acts. 
The following want ad from a re- 
cent issue of The Billboard is typical: 
‘Showboat America Wants Musical 
Comedy Team, lady to double Chorus, 
man to do Straights. Must have 
strong Musical or Dancing Specialties.

“LOST DEED” to DANIEL BOONE’S MISSOURI

It is the original deed, 

now yellow with age, by which Dan- 

iel Boone disposed of the last of his 

land holdings in St. Charles County. 
Missouri. 

The document was located in Flort- 
da a short time ago after having been 
lost to public view since 1904, when 
it was exhibited at the World’s Fair 
here. Dated May 6, 1815, and signed 
by the hand of America’s most re- 
nowned wilderness trail blazer, it re- 
cords the sale of 130 acres on the Mis- 
souri River to William Cashow. It 
is witnessed by Daniel Morgan Boone, 
the pioneer's son, and acknowledged 
before John M. Callaway, a Justice of 
the Peace. It was recorded in St. 
Charlies by William Christy, in Book 
D, pages 178 and 179. The deed, 
written on linen paper which is now 
faded and torn, is reproduced here in 
part with epellings unchanged: 

“This Indenture, made and entered 
into this Sixth day of May in the year 
of our Lord One Thousand, Eight 
Hundred and Fifteen in the county of 
Saint Charlies and the Teritory of 
Missourl by and between Daniel Boone 
of said county and said terittory, party 
of the first part, and William Cashio 
of the county and teritory aforesaid 
of the other pert: WITNISSETH: 
that the said Daniel Boone for and in

The aged documem is now in the 
possession of John M. Reilly of 6338 
San Bonita avenue, a St. Louis real 
estate dealer who now owns the. Dan- 
lel Boone land and who obtained the 
historic deed from Mrs. Mary A. Mat- 
son of Fort Myers, Florida. 

Two years ago Reilly purchased at 
foreclosure a 500-acre tract in St. 
Charlies County from the Matson es- 
tate. About a year later when receiv- 
era for the Kansas City Joint Stock 
Land Bank were dissolving the insti- 
tution they examined some old securi-

He com- 
plained to his friends and told them 
that if Frau Mertens did not cease 
her persecutions the scandal would 
ruin his career. He simply had to get 
rid of her. And so he announced to 
her that he had decided to give up 
his practice in Bingen and move to 
Frankfort. Another scene followed. 
She once more threatened suicide, 
but this time the doctor stood his 
ground. 

A few.-hours later he was called 
on the telephone and asked to come 
at once to Frau Mertens, who was suf- 
fering great pain. He rushed to the 
house and gave her a sedative. The 
pains, however, did not abate. Then 
she had a hysterical attack and ac- 
cused Dr. Richter of having given her 
poisoned candy or a white powder con- 
taining poison. Two hours later she 
was dead.

As Frau Mertens shortly before her 
death had pointed an accusing finger 
at Dr. Richter, the young physician 
was formally questioned by the au- 
thorities. He smiled at the accusation 
and said that Frau Mertens had 
threatened several times to com- 
mit suicide. He denied having given 
her either candy or medicine in pow- 
der form. It was possible, he said, 
that Frau Mertens died of poisoning, 
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although he did not observe the effects 
9f poison when he examined her 
shortly belore her death. Yet it was 
possible that she had taken poison 
and he suggested an autopsy. 

The autopsy was duly made, but its 
result was confusing. There was no 
trace of poison in the stomach; noth- 
ing but the miid dose of opium ad- 
ministered by Dr. Richter. And yet it 
seemed almost certain that she had 
died of a mysterious poison, the char- 
acter and substance of which could 
not be traced. Experts and scientists 
confessed themselves baffled and were 
unable to say whether Frau Mertens 
had been murdered or had committed 
suicide or—-as a remote possibility—-- 
had died a natural death.

The show- 
boats try to make these towns every 
year, assured of a full house. With 
interest revived by the Ferber book, 
business has picked up in the larger 
ports of call, such as Davenport and 
Rock Island, on the upper river. 
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The number of showboats in opera- 
tion on the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries has been estimated at 20. This 
figure includes many small showboats., 
seating 200 or leas, pushed by gaso- 
line tows. These last invade streams 
which the larger floating theaters 
cannot navigate and often play to au- 
diences that get a new movie only once 
a week. 

Optimism prevails. Managers and 
owners are convinced that there will 
always be a place for the showboat, 
even though the talkies are now begin- 
ning to reach the smaller towns.

I have often wondered since 
then how much of just that sort 
of thing Maggie had to confront. 
She could scarcely avoid 10 hu- 
man contacts a month, even 
though living far from the town 
and on her own farm. All of 
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them must have been about the 
Same as that with the grocer’s 
clerk, and perhaps some of them 
were much worse. Whatever 
they were, Maggie never men- 
tioned them, and I honestly be- 
lieve, after years of mature de- 
liberation, that they made no im- 
pression upon her whatever. I 
think she was giad to have an- 
other boy, whether it was legiti- 
mate or not. Nature seemed to 
exact no penalty from her for the 
fulfilment of this desire, and if 
society wanted to, she was willing 
to let them enjoy it. 


HERE was another phase 
of her character at work for 
her defense also. Wom- 
en simply did not. exist for her. 
She neither liked nor disliked 
them. They were blanks. Nat- 
urally, they were the most aggres- 
sive in registering the outraged 
community’s feelings. I do not 
believe she was ever able to grasp 
the idea of a man disapproving of 
her, or ever believed that one real- 
ly did. I learned in later years 
that she had been very much pet- 
ted by an adoring father. Her 
two elder brothers had been very 
good to her. She married young, 
and her relations with her hus- 
band had been perfect. I doubt 
if she had ever of her own experi- 
ence found any serious obstacles 
to pleasant relations with any man 
she ever met. I know of several 
in that community who cheated on 
weights and measures and had to 
be bargained with very carefully, 
and I know that they did not try 
to cheat her. 

Maggie never asked Sam Hodge 
to help her; she needed no help. 
But Sam always felt that he ought 
to have undertaken the expense of 
the child. At first he feared it 
would be demanded of him. In 
his own mind he was preparing to 
resist. Then, when no demand of
